Every Octo- 
ber, for 24 
years, our na- 
tion has ob- 
served 
Domestic Vio- 
lence Aware- 
ness Month. 
Ina 2010 
proclamation 
on this issue, 
President : 
Obama stated =~ Chris Krajewski 
that since the 
passage of the Violence Against 
Women Act (VAWA) 16 years ago, 
“we have broken the silence sur- 
rounding domestic violence.” 
However, the President goes on to 
say, “domestic violence remains a 
devastating public health crisis 
when one in four women will be 
physically or sexually assaulted by 
a partner at some point in her life- 
time” And, according to the Cen- 
ters for Disease Control and 
Prevention, intimate partner vio- 
lence results in more than two 
million injuries to women each 
year. 

It’s hard to celebrate achieve- 
ments to end domestic violence in 


the face of such shocking statistics. 


How do we congratulate one an- 
other on our progress when inti- 


mate partner violence is costing 
our nation more than $8.3 billion, 
annually, for direct medical and 
mental health care services and 
lost productivity from work? 

How do we accept the fact that 
one in three adolescent girls in the 
United States is a victim of physi- 
cal, emotional or verbal abuse 
from a dating partner — a figure 
that far exceeds victimization rates 
for other types of violence affect- 
ing youth. These are our daugh- 
ters and granddaughters. How is 
this acceptable? 

What will it take to start making 
real strides to end violence against 
women and girls? This is not vio- 
lence that occurs in some dark 
alley at the hands of a stranger. 
This is violence inflicted by some- 
one the victim knows, someone 
they trust and with whom they’ve 
been intimate. Silence and under- 
reporting still cling to this crime 
as victims are made to feel power- 
less, fearful, embarrassed and 
guilty. And society still tends to 
blame the victim—why doesn't she 
leave him, why didn't she see this 
coming, what is she doing to cause 
this violence? 

What can we do as a nation—a 
community—to end violence 
against women and girls? Advo- 
cates urge collaboration at every 
level. Our law enforcement and 
justice system must work to hold 
offenders accountable and to pro- 


tect victims and their children. All 
of us have a role to play in com- 
municating that domestic violence 
is always unacceptable: commu- 
nity leaders, educators, human 
service professionals, health care 
providers, businesses and the 
faith-based community. 

Social movement experts say we 
must also change attitudes that 
support violence against women 
and girls. These attitudes are evi- 
dent in everything from advertise- 
ments that objectify women to 
video games that encourage vio- 
lence toward women. Sexist com- 
ments and jokes that demean and 
belittle women are a constant un- 
dercurrent flowing through our 
daily lives that work to erode and 
limit women’s power and stature 
in society and contribute to our 
culture of violence. Even a seem- 
ingly harmless movie like Trans- 
formers 3 is brimming with male 
entitlement and objectification 
with one female character an un- 
mitigated sexual object and the 
other a caricatured mockery of fe- 
male leadership. Young movies 
goers are watching these messages, 
unfiltered, and forming their own 
attitudes about what it means to be 
female in our society. 

It’s up to each of us to be aware 
of the many contributing factors 
that promulgate gender violence, 
however blatant or subtle. Every 
action, no matter how small, con- 


tributes to the social norms per- 
petuating intimate partner vio- 
lence against our mothers, sisters, 
daughters, friends and co-workers. 
If it devalues women, will you 
choose to support it with your 
purchasing power? Ifa joke, re- 
mark or comment degrades 
women and bolsters male domi- 
nance and entitlement will you 
choose to ignore it, or challenge it? 
If someone you know is a victim 
of intimate partner violence, will 
you listen, help and support, or 
place blame? 

It will take all of us to change 
the social norms that sustain vio- 
lence against women. Choose to 
be part of the solution. Choose a 
safer community for all of us.

Be sure that all your light 
bulbs are bright enough so that the 
home does not seem too dim. 

Let the viewer enter a room first, 
introduce them to the room but 
avoid telling them what the room 
may be used for; let them make up 
their own mind.

Rather than have items left 
on kitchen tops, put them away in 
a cupboard, especially those that 
are not used often. You want to 
show the buyer how pretty and big 
the kitchen is so they can imagine 
themselves cooking in there. 

Don't forget about the windows, 
not only do you want to make sure 
they are not dirty, but you also 
have to make sure they are in good 
working condition with no dam- 
age in the glass. You should pay 
special attention to the bathroom; 
make sure that it is not dirty, re- 
place the toilet seat and shower 
curtain, and put out fresh towels 
every day. It may also be a good 
idea to give your home a new coat 
of paint in a neutral color. And 
don't forget the basic truth - not 
only luxury homes can have luxu- 
rious appearance.
